defensible, because it is utterly humiliat­ 
ing, because it renders impossible the con­ 
tinuance of American educational and phil­ 
anthropic enterprises in Turkey, nad be­ 
cause it ignores our solemn pledge to Ar­ 
menia.

LONDON, Dec. 3.—The conserva- 
tivos, says the Daily Mail, estim ate' 
that the new house of commons! 
will consist of 323 conservati ves, 
157 liberals, 120 laborites and six 
independents. 
The 
liberals’ 
esti­ 
mate is, according to the Mail 248 
conservations, 240 liberals, 120 labor­ 
ites and seven independents, while 
the labor prediction is 310 conserva­ 
tives, 160 laborites, 139 liberals and 
six independents. 
There is much uncertainty over 
the voting next Thursday of doubt 
as to how the 263 three cornered 
contests will result, and the impossi­ 
bility of gauging how' the women 
will vote. 
The total electorate of 
England and Wales is approximately 
18,387,000 In which number there 
are about 7,890,00 women, and for 
the most part the latter are keeping 
their own counsel. 
Doubtless many 
eligible women voters are apathetic; 
having been brought up to regard 
politics as men's business, they are 
ccntent to have It so and will ab­ 
stain from voting. 
It is believed 
however, that the number is likely 
to be much smaller than at previous 
elections. 
The laborites particularly look to 
the women to exercise the franchise 
as never before, but the organizers 
of each party have made special ap­ 
peals to the women and have shown 
keen anxiety to get their support.

IN FLOODED AREAS 


By the Associated Prem. 
BERGAMO, Italy, Dec. 3. — One 
hundred and thirty-seven bodies hau 
been recovered early today from tha 
Bergamo Valley country, 
600 
of 
whoso inhabitants are believed to 
have been drowned when the great 
dike impounding the 
waters 
of 
Gleno Lake collapsed Saturday. 
Troops and civilian rescue parties 
worked throughout the sight Is the 
mud and water seeking the victims 
of the deluge over an area of fifty 
square miles and endeavoring to 
give aid and comfort to thousands 
who have been made homeless by 
the disaster. King Victor Emmanuel 
is expected to visit the scene today. 
Hundreds of homes, including the 
entire villages of Dezzo, Corna and 
Buegglo, were wiped out by the ten 
million cubic yards of water tnat 
swept from the artificial 
glacial 
lake. 
The course of the flood was 
stopped at Lake Deo, 15 miles away. 
The country side in the vicinity 
of Darfo has become a vast lake, 
and as the water gradually subsides 
it leaves a waste of mud that has ¡ 
engulfed innumerable cattle. 
The torrential rains of the past 
week, reaching serious proportions 
last Friday and Saturday, made the 
pressure against the Gleno 
Dike 
greater than the four mile 
wall 
could withstand, and although the 
masonry w as 35 yards thick the dike 
went out and the water thundered 
down the valley sweeping all before 
it.

¡NEW AUTO TAGS BE 
ORANGE AND BLACK 


By the Associated Presa 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 3.- 
Automobiles of Missouri—more than 
a half million of them, including lux­ 
urious limousines and the more mod- j 
est cars of light type—will all carry 
license plates in 1124 
with 
back 
ground color of a brilliant orange 
and the number an ebony black, ac­ 
cording to an announcement today 
by Charles U. Becker, secretary or 
state, in whose department is loen* 
f*d the state automobile registration 
department. 
A contract has been let for for 
480.000 plates to cost approximately 
four leen 
and 
three-filths 
a set, 
Mr. Becker said, and added that it is 
expected additional orders for more 
license tags will have to be ordered 
before the end of 1924. The contract 
calls for 430.000 owner licenses and 
50.000 trucks. 
The 1923 plates coat 
about twelve and one-half cents per j 
set he said. 
Besides the main registration of­ 
fice of the department and the six 
branch offices located at St. Louis. ■ 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, Springfield 
and Joplin, six additional branch of­ 
fices will be established to take care 
of the lisencing of the cars in 1924, 
Secretary Becker announced. These 
new' branches 
will be 
opened at 
Moberiy, Sedalia, Chillicothe, Mary­ 
ville, Hannibal and Cape Girardeau 
and will be established through the 
Automobile Club of Missouri, in the 
office of the club in the above-named 
cities, according to Mr. Becker. The 
rapidly increasing number of auto­ 
mobiles and the busimss of the of­ 
fice necessitates the enlargement of 
the department, he said. 
All cars in the state are required by 
the automobile laws to carry a set 
of two license tags, both showing the 
car’s registration number. One must 
be placed in the front of the car, in 
plain view, and the other must be 
carried on the rear of the automobile 
also where It can be easily seen. 
Many more automobiles were licen­ 
sed this year than was anticipated at 
the start of the year and it is esti­ 
mated that fully 458,000 will have 
been registered when the 1923 year 
ends on February 1, 1923, Mr. Becker 
said. 
The automobile registration year 
in Missouri begins on March 1, of 
each year and ends February 1. The 
original contract for the 1923 plates 
called for 450,000 
tags—400,000 of 
them for “owners,” or passenger car 
licenses and 50,000 for trucks. Two 
additional orders, one for 10,000 and 
the second for 20,000 licenses had to 
be made during the year. The license 
plates for this year were made up 
with a black background and light 
blue numbers.
